Two Furlongs and a Hundred Miles 


WO contests held recently in opposite corners 
of the United States should be of interest to 
Thoroughbred breeders. 

One was a quarter-mile race at the Rillito track 
at Tucson, Ariz., in which the 2-year-old Thor- 
oughbred Piggin String took up 120 pounds and 
defeated two of the leading quarter horses of the 
Southwest, the 3-year-old Buster and the 4-year- 
old Rumpus, each under 125 pounds. 

The other was the ninth annual hundred-mile 
ride of the Green Mountain Horse Association at 
Woodstock, Vt. According to the excellent bulle- 
tin issued by the association, “Fifty-seven horses 
were entered and they represented all the common 
breeds, with Half-breds and Grade Morgans pre- 
dominating. There were also seven registered 
Thoroughbreds, eight registered Morgans and two 
registered Arabs entered, amongst which were 
four stallions.” 

Winner of the heavyweight division (carrying 
185 pounds or more) was a 9-year-old Morgan 
gelding, Brookside Tisket, standing 15:1 and ecar- 
rying 260 pounds, including the owner, Edward 
Havey. Second was another 9-year-old Morgan, 
Lippitt Miss Nekomia, a mare which stands on 
14:2 and which carried 194 pounds. A half-bred 
mare, Cinabar, was third, and a quarter horse, 
Freckles, was fourth. Only registered Thorough- 
bred placed by the judges was Drill, a 13-year-old, 
17-hand gelding owned and ridden by Edward 
Hartman, of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 

The lightweight division was won by an 11- 
year-old mare, Betty Turkey Track, a good polo 
pony of unstated ancestry. A registered Morgan 
was second. Third in this division was a 14-year- 
old English-bred Thoroughbred mare, *Jasmine, 
and fourth was Ranger, a “grade Thoroughbred.” 

The significance of these vastly different com- 
petitions should not be overestimated here. We 
are not going to jump to the conclusion that the 
Thoroughbred is “better” than the quarter horse 
or “worse” than the Morgan. But we are de- 
lighted that these extreme tests are being made,

and we hope that Thoroughbred breeders will 
realize that competition between breeds, in its 
many aspects, is vastly significant. 

Virtually since its beginning as a breed, the 
Thoroughbred has played an important role in 
the improvement of the world’s horses. The 
armies of the world have fostered the develop- 
ment of the race horse because they found no 
other breed which furnished so many of the quali- 
ties they needed. The Standardbred and the 
American Saddle Horse are largely his children. 
The quarter horse and most of the best cow 
horses of the West are the result of continuing 
infusions of Thoroughbred blood. The best hunt- 
ers and jumpers are usually either Thoroughbred 
or well fortified with Thoroughbred ancestry. 
The country’s work stock has been greatly im- 
proved by a wide dissemination of racing blood. 

This process of general improvement has been 
going on for generations. We hope it will go on 
for many more generations. Some breeds have 
discontinued their dependence upon Thoroughbred 
blood, most notably the Standardbred and the sad- 
dle and show horse. Their standards have been 
so fixed and their continual testing of their own 
stock has been so thorough that they no longer 
find an advantage in the hotter blood of the run- 
ning horse, just as the Thoroughbred no longer 
depends upon the Mediterranean stock in which 
it had its origins. But in the main the usefulness 
of the Thoroughbred is still apparent throughout 
the world and the greater part of his destiny 
probably still lies ahead of him. 

It is a bit strange and unbelievable that a sport 
which develops so many wasp waists and spindly 
shanks and soft ankles and unstable dispositions 
should also contribute so greatly to the substan- 
tial virtues of many other breeds. The explana- 
tion for this paradox, we have always supposed, 
lies in the fact that the race course, more than 
anything else, tests the heart, the “guts,” the de- 
termination, the courage—call it what you will, it 
remains the most precious asset an animal (in- 
cluding the human animal) can have. It should 
be as effective at 800 furlongs as at two.

Two in Twenty-one 


EW YORK, October 28.—Winter hit New 

York a preparatory blow on the morning of 
October 27, the temperature dropping to an offi- 
cial 35 degrees, and a few other things dropping 
also, all disagreeable. The weather department, 
which must have been out in it, called it a snow 
shower. At the transplanted Empire City meet- 
ing at Jamaica about all else that was noteworthy 
was a rousing victory for Belair Stud’s Thread o’ 
Gold. It was only her second win of the year, in 
21 tries, but she tore it off by a matter of 12 
lengths, and Trainer James Fitzsimmons, who 
watches the races from a patrol judge’s stand out- 
side the first turn, could drop his glasses after_a 
half-mile. 

Thread o’ Gold, a Menow filly which won the 
Demoiselle Stakes last year and was second or 
third in six other filly stakes, has not done par- 
ticularly well this year for herself, but in her 
best performance she did a good deal for her sta- 
blemate Vienna, running Twilight Tear into such 
a condition the other filly could catch her in the 
Alabama Stakes. Both of them are Menow fillies, 
and in the spring of 1942 were tentatively sched- 
uled for the Saratoga sales; perhaps it would be 
more accurate to say they were in the group from 
which the Saratoga offerings were to be selected. 
If you will remember, the Menows began running 
like anything about that time, so Vienna and 
Thread o’ Gold stayed at home, a decision which 
not only preserved two stakes winners for Mr. 
Woodward, but furnished two promising stud pos- 
sibilities. 


Graduation Day 


OCKEY DONALD MEADE started out the 
Saturday program by beating the gate nearly 
two lengths with Cain Hoy Stable’s Admiral’s 
Lady. How you beat an electric gate is not en- 
tirely clear to me, but that was what happened, 
nevertheless, and Meade went on to graduate an- 
other War Admiral filly, a very racy-looking one 
too, if it did take her eight tries to land a place. 
The stable of George D. Widener graduated 
two maidens during the day, the first a *Sir Gal- 
lahad III filly appropriately named Chaste Lady 
for her sire, named for a character who carried 
chastity to what seemed extreme lengths. The 
other was the Ardsley Handicap winner, Sir 
Francis, a fair-sized, very bloodlike son of *Sickle 
—Armada, by Man o’ War. After four fairly 
fruitless performances, he had run up four con- 
secutive seconds, including one in the Champagne 
Stakes, where he led between calls in the stretch, 
only to be caught at the end by Pot o’ Luck. 
While this bystander was looking at him in the 
paddock, the realization suddenly dawned that 
he, in common with several other persons, had 
suggested the name for the colt. He is named, of 
course, for Sir Francis Drake, one of the gentry, 
partly sea captains but mostly pirates, who fell 
upon the Spanish Armada on a summer day in 
1588 and made it very sick indeed, or mowed it 
down, whichever you prefer. 
He ran a rather convincing race, though it

the season were not among those present. He 
had the speed of the field, but Jockey Wayne D. 
Wright took him back after about a quarter-mile, 
and let Stage Fire, a big-quartered Stagehand 
colt which suggests a sprinter, make the pace. 
In the stretch Sir Francis took over, and was al- 
lowed to drift over in front of Wildlife, which 
swung to the inside and finished a very good sec- 
ond. Atkinson, on Wildlife, entered an objection, 
but it was not allowed. To this observer it seemed 
reasonable enough, for Sir Francis was clear 
when he came out, and Wildlife showed no change 
in his action.

ll. Gainsborough Group 


HE Gainsborough group of stallions ranked 

second to the Phalaris group with a total of 
61 names listed among the first ten of the free 
handicaps for 2- and 3-year-olds from 1928 
through 1942. 

As a family the Gainsboroughs have been well 
endowed with stamina, and consequently have 
made a somewhat better showing over the longer 
courses for 3-year-olds and up than they have in 
2-year-old sprints. That is not to say that they 
have been useless as 2-year-olds. Far from it. 
The position is pretty accurately reflected in the 
figures for the family group—26 names included 
in the 2-year-old list and 35 names in the 3-year- 
old list. 

GAINSBOROUGH was a solid-colored brown 
colt, foaled in 1915, by Bayardo out of the Oaks 
winner “Rosedrop, by St. Frusquin. His sire, 
Bayardo, was the best colt of the 1906 crop. In 
fact, a good many British racing men will tell an 
American visitor that they think Bayardo was the 
best horse they have seen run in England, despite 
the fact that he was beaten in both the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and the Derby in which the Amer- 
ican colt Sir Martin fell just in front of him. 
Bayardo was a son of the late-maturing handicap- 
per Bay Ronald, which was sired by Hampton at 
the age of 20. 

As a 2-year-old Gainsborough was out three 
times. In his first race on July 31 over five fur- 
longs, he was fourth in a field of 21, though not 
quoted in the betting. A month later he was third, 
beaten three lengths, in a field of 12, and was 
backed at 7 to 1. Two weeks later he won the 
Autumn Day Stakes, over six furlongs, in a field 
of 12 which included the One Thousand Guineas 
and Oaks winners of the following year, together 
with five others each of which won its previous 
start. Gainsborough was third favorite at 5 to 1 
and won by two lengths. 

This was a pretty solid, satisfactory perform- 
ance, though it was the middle of September be- 
fore Gainsborough won. He could hardly be con- 
sidered an exceptionally brilliant 2-year-old of the 
early-to-hand stamp. 

As a 3-year-old Gainsborough was out six times 
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and won four races, including the substitutes for 
the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby, St. Leger, and 
Gold Cup, which on this occasion was run over a 
course of two miles and 24 yards, instead of the 
regulation Ascot Cup course of two miles and a 
half. In his first start Gainsborough was un- 
placed in the Severals Stakes of five furlongs to 
the brilliant sprinter Syndrian, and in his last 
race he was unexpectedly beaten a length by 
Prince Chimay (sire of Vatout) in the Jockey 
Club Stakes at 1%4 miles. 

When Gainsborough retired from the Turf at 
the end of his 3-year-old career, he was far less 
highly regarded than Gay Crusader, another son 
of Bayardo one year older, who had also won the 
three wartime classic substitutes and the Gold 
Cup. Gay Crusader seems to have cast the same 
spell over racing men that his sire Bayardo had 
done before him. Indeed, his trainer, the polished 
but conservative Alec Taylor (the younger), be- 
lieved that Gay Crusader was the best of the 
many good horses which had been trained at Man- 
ton during his time. Yet in spite of having access 
to the cream of the British mares for a long 
period of years Gay Crusader became the sire of 
the winners of only 310 races valued at a little 
more than £139,000; while Gainsborough, the 
somewhat disdained younger son of Bayardo, has 
sired the winners, to the end of 1943, of 471 races, 
of a value of £339,7974%. Gay Crusader was top- 
heavy with Galopin blood, with which the British 
Thoroughbred was thoroughly saturated at the 
time he went to stud. Gainsborough had a less 
strong charge of Galopin in his pedigree, and his 
dam was an Oaks winner carrying a strong out- 
cross to the best Australian blood. Gay Crusad- 
er’s dam was a moderate winner, carrying no out- 
cross, though her dam was a good race mare, 
having won the One Thousand Guineas. 

Gainsborough’s colts were much superior to his 
fillies on the Turf. The table shows that he sired 
no 3-year-old filly ranked within the first ten in 
the Free Handicap for that age; while he sired 
only two 2-year-old fillies included within the first 
ten of their age, and these held ninth and seventh 
positions. 

All things considered Gainsborough has been a 
tower of strength to the British Thoroughbred. 
His produce were sound, had good constitutions, 
could usually be counted on for stamina, and im- 
provement with age. 

In the British Thoroughbred of today, Gains- 
borough and Phalaris are the two most important 
stallions foaled between 1910 and 1920. 


SOLARIO. The first high-class colt sired by 
Gainsborough was Solario, foaled in 1922, one of 
his second crop of foals. Like St. Simon, 
Gainsborough had a year’s rest between his retire- 
ment from the track and his first season at stud. 

Solario first ran at Ascot for the Chesham

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Stakes, where he was third in a four-horse field, 
beaten eight lengths. The writer had been so 
impressed with him during the parade round the 
ring, that he battled his way through the almost 
impenetrable crowd to get down a modest wager. 
After succeeding in doing this, at the risk of life 
and limb, it dawned upon this scribe that the race 
had been over for some time when the bet was 
made. As the bookmaker who perpetrated this 
outrage could never be found again, there were 
no consequences. However, the incident served to 
impress Solario upon the memory in no uncertain 
fashion. 

The next start for Solario was the Exeter 
Stakes at Newmarket. This he managed to win 
by a head from a moderate lot of opponents. His 
last start of the year was in the Middle Park 
Stakes, “the 2-year-old Derby” run at Newmarket 
about the middle of October. Here, though un- 
quoted in the betting, he ran the champion Pica- 


roon to a length and a half and beat the next~™ 


year’s Derby winner Manna a head for second 
place. 

These performances showed that Solario was 
much the same sort of 2-year-old his sire Gains- 
borough had been—nothing astonishing in the 
spring but showing improvement as the season 
progressed, by autumn ranking with the best of 
his age. 

As a 3-year-old Solario, like his sire, ran six 
times. He won three races, was once third, and 
twice fourth. He began, in the one-mile Craven 
Stakes, running third to Picaroon, beaten three 
and a half lengths. He was next fourth in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, beaten over six lengths. 
In the Derby he was again fourth, beaten over ten 
lengths by Manna, his conqueror in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. In the Ascot Derby Manna 
was set to give Solario ten pounds, and Solario 
won by two lengths. This reversed the form of 
the Derby but the weights indicated that Manna 
was still somewhat the better colt. 

In his remaining two races as a 3-year-old, 
Solario won the Princess of Wales’ Stakes over a 
mile and a half at Newmarket, beating *St. Ger- 
mans five and a half lengths, and the St. Leger 
very impressively by three lengths. In this latter 
race, however, Manna broke down, and Picaroon, 
which was fourth, had by no means recovered 
from the illness which struck him down in the 
spring. 

At the end of his 3-year-old campaign Solario 
was regarded as a very good horse, but the repu- 
tation with which he retired was made largely 
as a 4-year-old. He began by winning the Coro- 


nation Cup, 1% miles, running away by 15 
lengths. Though his opponents were not in the 


first class, his performance caused a great stir. 
He next won the Ascot Gold Cup easily by three 
lengths. In the autumn he ran second to his 
stablemate Foxlaw, which beat him a neck for the 
Jockey Club Stakes of 1%, miles, Solario giving 
six pounds. After an objection had been filed by 
_ jockey of another horse, Solario was disquali- 
ed. 

Though this record is not crystal clear, it seems 
fair to say that Solario was a colt of excellent 
stamina and good speed which improved with age. 
He was hardly the superhorse that his 15-length 
victory in the Coronation Cup made him look nor 
the moderate colt that his fourths in the Two 
Thousand Guineas and Derby made him out to be. 

In color and character Solario took after the 
sire’s side of his pedigree. Like Gainsborough 
he is a solid-colored brown, of good depth and 
strong barrel, and excelled in point of stamina 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


What Is a Free Handicap? 


In its issue of July 29 THE BLOoD-HORSE pre- 
sented the first of a series of articles on modern 
British strain by Abram S. Hewitt, owner of Mon- 
tana Hall, White Post, Va., who has a first-hand 
knowledge of racing and breeding in England, 
France, and America. Owing to the necessity for 
holding to prescribed allowances in the use of 
paper, the series, along with much other material, 
had to be “held out.” It will now be continued as 
space permits. 

Mr. Hewitt’s articles are based chiefly upon the 
ranking of England’s best 2- and 3-year-olds in 
the annual Free Handicaps. A reader has re- 
quested an explanation of these. 

The two Free Handicaps are announced at the 
end of each racing season in England. The 
weights are assigned by the Jockey Club’s handi- 
capper (Arthur Fawcett). Both are actual races, 
run at Newmarket in the spring. In normal times 
the Free Handicap Sweepstakes for 2-year-olds is 
a race of seven furlongs to be run the following 
season, when the horses are three years of age. 
The handicapper assigns weights to what he con- 
siders the best performers of the year, without 
previous nominations from the owners. If the 
owners of the horses wish to make them eligible 
for the race they have the privilege of declaring 
their acceptance of the weights upon payment of 
a fee of five sovereigns each. Other payments 
must be made later to maintain eligibility. 

Weights are assigned to many horses. In 1936, 
for instance, a total of 195 2-year-olds were 
ranked, beginning with *Foray II at nine stone 
seven (133 pounds) and ranging downward to six 
stone seven (93 pounds). 

The 3-year-old Free Handicap, similarly con- 
trived, is a race of 1% miles in the 4-year-old 
season of the horses included. Until 1936 the 
weights were usually announced early in October, 
but beginning in that year they have been de- 
layed until the end of the season. In the eyes 
of the English Turf, the actual races are much 
less important than the official ranking of the 
season’s best. 

Wartime transportation restrictions have pre- 
vented the shipment of horses from one section 
to another, except in the case of the most impor- 
tant races. Hence the “open” Free Handicaps 
have been supplemented by three sectional rank- 
ings, one for northern, one for southern, one for 
Newmarket horses. Thus the wartime Free 
Handicaps, the “open” ones, that is, represent a 
greater degree of guesswork than usual. 

Many other racing countries have copied the 
conditions of the Free Handicaps, with modifica- 
tions. One of the newest of these copies is the 
Experimental Free Handicap, now a regular fea- 
ture of the Jamaica spring meetings. The first 
such ranking for American 2-year-olds was made 
by the late Walter Spencer Vosburgh, handicap- 
per to The Jockey Club tracks in New York, in 
1933. There was no handicap in 1934, but in 
1935 John B. Campbell took up the task which his 
predecessor had inaugurated, and in 1940 his 
weights were made the basis of an actual race for 
the first time. 

Still missing from the American Turf is an offi- 
cial Free Handicap of 3-year-olds. Still open to 
development are sectional or state Free Handi- 
caps which might make interesting features of 
American racing. 
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and soundness. His dam was a non-winner by the 
chestnut sprinter Sundridge, but her dam was a 
good race mare which won the Coronation Stakes 
and other races. 

To the end of 1943 Solario had sired the win- 
ners of 286% races valued at £228,197°%4. This 
gives Solario a little higher figure than Gains- 
borough in the average value of the races won by 
his stock. Further, the stock of Solario stay a 
little better than Gainsborough’s—10.81 furlongs 
for Solario and 10.81 for Gainsborough, being the 
average distance of races won by their stock 
older than 2-year-olds. 

Solario was the leading sire in 19837 when Mid- 
day Sun won the Derby and Exhibitionist won the 
One Thousand Guineas and the Oaks. He was 
second in 1936 and 1948, third in 1931 and 1982. 

One feature of Solario’s stud career is the good 
proportion of high-class fillies he has sired, in 
contrast to Gainsborough, which sired almost 
none. On the other hand, Solario’s best sons fall 
some way below the best sired by Gainsborough. 
Some breeders profess to believe that when the 
quality of a strain appears in the females after 
it has started to leave the males, this is a sure 
sign of decay. Of course, when this tendency be- 
comes sufficiently pronounced, the proposition be- 
comes self-evident, in that there are no more high- 
class males to carry the strain in male line. In 
any case, it will be interesting to see whether the 
Solario line carries on in flourishing style. 


DASTUR. This colt, out of the Friar Marcus 
mare Friar’s Daughter, was the first high-class 
son of Solario. He was a nice 22-year-old and ran 
second in the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby, and 
St. Leger, proving a model of consistency. He 
lacked just that spark at the crucial moment 
which separates the nice, honest horse, from the 
really good one. Physically he was a colt of per- 
fect balance and good quality. His appearance 
suggested a slight lack of distinction and charac- 
ter which many of the best horses show. 

It is interesting to observe that, though Dastur 
appeared to stay well enough, the fact that his 
sire was out of a mare by the sprinter Sundridge 
and that his dam was by Friar Marcus, a sprinter 
and sire of sprinters, seem to have influenced his 
offspring. During the period under consideration 
Dastur sired three colts good enough to be in- 
cluded in the first ten of the 2-year-old Free 
Handicaps, and none included in the first ten of 
the 3-year-old Free Handicaps. One of his repre- 
sentatives, however, was Umiddad, undoubtedly 
the best horse sired by Dastur to date. 

This colt was third in the Free Handicap for 
2-year-olds, ran second in the Derby in 1943, and 
won the Ascot Gold Cup substitute in 1944. 

Umiddad is a colt that stays well but is lacking 
in pace. When Nasrullah beat him rather easily 
in the Champion Stakes at 1% miles in the au- 
tumn of 19438, the result was understood to con- 
form pretty closely to the stable estimate of the 
two colts. Umiddad is out of the Oaks winner 
Udaipur, characterized by Trainer Frank Butters 
as the best of a moderate lot of fillies in her year, 
and her dam was the staying French filly Uganda. 
It is not difficult to see that Umiddad has bred 
true to the character of his dam and grandam. 

Dastur has been removed to Ireland and his fee 
reduced to about a third of the amount he com- 
manded in his first years at stud. These facts in- 
dicate that the Aga Khan no longer regards him 
as a prime favorite. 


_MID-DAY SUN. This son of Solario won the 
Derby of 1937 and was third in the Two Thousand 
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Guineas and St. Leger. As a 2-year-old he had 
run eight times and succeeded in winning one 
race, the Ditch Mile Nursery at Newmarket in 
October, was second in another Nursery (T. Y. O. 
handicap) in the autumn. In the Free Handicap 
he was ranked 34 pounds below *Foray II. His 
races as a 3-year-old proved that he had good 
stamina but failed to show that burst of speed 
associated with classic winners of the highest 
standard. 

While nothing of the first class has yet ap- 
peared by him, he was the sire of the filly Noon- 
tide, a 2-year- -old in 1942 which ranked thirteenth 
in the Free Handicap. It is still too early to form 
an opinion as to Mid-day Sun’s merits as a sire. 


TAI-YANG. This chestnut son of Solario and 
the good race mare Soubrequet was foaled in 
1930. He ran once as a 38-year-old, winning the 
Jockey Club Stakes of a mile and three-quarters 
from Felicitation, winner of the Middle Park 
Stakes and Ascot Gold Cup, and once as a 5-year- 
old, winning the Chippenham Stakes, 1% miles 
from Felicitation and Tiberius, also an Ascot Gold 
Cup winner. 

He must have been sorely handicapped through 
unsoundness. Nevertheless, his running with 
Felicitation stamped him as a very good horse. 
The Italian breeder Federico Tesio had a very 
high opinion of his merits, and bred some mares 
to him. While his opportunities as a sire may 
well have been limited, Tai-Yang has not sired 
anything of the first class. 


SOLFO. American breeders may have some 
curiosity about this son of Solario because he 
won over £15,000 and was placed second in the 3- 
year-old Free Handicap. This position may have 
flattered his abilities, as he finished eighth in the 
Derby and sixth in the St. Leger. He did win the 
Jockey Club Stakes by a neck from Flares, to 
which he had been third in the Newmarket stakes. 

He died very young before he had a thorough 
trial as a stallion. 


STRAIGHT DEAL. The winner of the 1943 
Derby is probably the best colt by Solario that 
has yet raced. He won two races as a 2-year-old 
and was handicapped a very close third to Nasrul- 
lah and Umiddad in the Free Handicap. As a 3- 
year-old in 1943 he won the Derby and ran third 
in the St. Leger to two fillies. With the possible 
exception of the brilliant and erratic Nasrullah, 
he was the best colt of his year, Umiddad being 
of a somewhat lower class. 

Straight Deal has an interesting pedigree. His 
dam was by the Italian horse Apelle, and was the 
best racer he sired in England. She was a good 
stakes winner of seven races. Her sire, however, 
was a failure at stud. Her dam Weeds, was a 
very fast mare, and a winner of eight races. She 
was by Arion, a stud failure. The next dams 
were by Rochester, Simon Square, and John Mor- 
gan, all stud failures. 

This pedigree caused many of the breeding 
pundits in England to condemn Straight Deal in 
advance as being incapable of winning the Derby. 
His case supports the Estesian Dogma favoring 
close-up performance as against “blood” without 
performance. 

Straight Deal went to stud in 1944, taking no 
very rosy predictions with him to help him in his 
stud career. Perhaps he will not get select mares 
to begin with which are usually chosen to mate 
with a Derby winner.

nomenon The Tetrarch, Singapore took after the 
paternal side of his pedigree, being like Solario 
a whole-colored bay or brown horse. He was 
somewhat later in maturing than Solario, and like 
him won the St. Leger in the autumn as a 3-year- 

— The next year he all but won the Ascot Gold 
up. 

As Singapore was lacking in a burst of speed, 
and sired only one animal included in the first ten 
of the Free Handicaps, and has been sold to go 
to Brazil, he need not enter very seriously into the 
calculations of American breeders. 


CHULMLEIGH. This son of Singapore ~vas a 
late-maturing horse which won the St. Leger and 
one other race, for maidens. He has not yet been 
thoroughly tested as a sire. 


ORWELL. Unlike the other sons of Gainsbor- 
ough discussed above, Orwell was a quick-matur- 
ing colt, and proved to be a 2-year-old of the 
highest class. He won the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas, but anything beyond a mile was beyond his 
compass in good-class company, though he did win 
a race at ten furlongs. 

Orwell has not been prominent as a sire to date, 
— he did sire the Irish Derby winner Rose- 
well. 


[Editor’s note. Here Mr. Hewitt’s manuscript 
includes a discussion of Hyperion and his sons.

The Other Gainsboroughs 


OBSLEIGH. Here was a colt that was bound 

to raise the highest hopes for the most pessi- 
mistic breeder or owner. For he was sired by 
Gainsborough out of Toboggan, a race mare of the 
very highest class, winner of the Dewhurst Stakes 
as a 2-year-old, and of the Oaks, Coronation 
Stakes, and Jockey Club Stakes at three. Her 
sire was unbeaten Hurry On and her dam was 
Glacier, a grand producer by St. Simon. For 
several generations behind Glacier each mare had 
been a high-class race mare and producer. 

Bobsleigh ran twice as a 2-year-old, finishing 
second at Ascot and winning at Goodwood. He 
was ranked fourth in the Free Handicap, four 
pounds behind unbeaten *Bahram. As a 3-year- 
old, though he was beaten in the Two Thousand 
Guineas, he won the Newmarket Stakes but had 
to be scratched from the Derby. As a 4-year-old 
Bobsleigh won the Chippenham Stakes, and was 
beaten a neck by Omaha in the Queens Plate over 
two miles. 

Either Bobsleigh was not as good as he was 
generally supposed to be, or he never fully re- 
covered from an injury to his hock suffered when 
he was a year old. 

As a sire, Bobsleigh has been something of a 
disappointment to date. 


WINTERHALTER. This was the last high- 
class horse sired by Gainsborough, out of Perce 
Neige, by Neil Gow. The sire was 21 and the dam 
21 when Winterhalter was foaled. Perce Neige 
runs back to a good line of mares which had pro- 
duced *Ambassador IV, *Brown Prince II, Wina- 
lot, and others. She herself had already bred an 
Oaks winner in Rose of England. 

Like many others of the Gainsborough tribe, 
Winterhalter showed nothing until the autumn 
of his 2-year-old days, when he won the Selsey 
Stakes over six furlongs. His 3-year-old form 
was a great improvement, showing three wins out 
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of four starts. True, he did not beat the best, 
but a horse can do no more than win. The 
only time he was beaten was in his first start in 
a seven-furlong race which was too short to show 
his stamina to advantage. The other races were 
at 1% and 1% miles. 

Five races as a 4-year-old completed his career 
on the track. Of these he won three, including 
a walk-over. One of his victories was the Coro- 
nation Cup, often emblematic of the weight-for- 
age championship. In the Ascot Gold Cup he fin- 
ished third, beaten a head and a neck. After 
the race it was found that he had broken down 
during the running, so he must have been a very 
game colt to go through with the gruelling finish 
in the unflinching style he did. 

Winterhalter’ is the image of Gainsborough, 
far more like him than any of his other sons I 
have seen. He is perhaps a trifle smaller than 
his sire, and a shade less heavy all over. 


The superiority of the Gainsborough strain at 
three in relation to its merits at two is shown by 
a glance at the table. Hyperion, which sires the 
best 2-year-olds of any stallion in the Gainsbor- 
ough group, nevertheless has about two and a 
half times the number of representatives in the 
3-year-old group than he does in the 2-year-old 
group. The same contrast applies in the case of 
Solario. In the Phalaris group, on the other 
hand, the best horse, Fairway has about the same 
number in the 2- and 3-year-old groups. 

The Gainsborough horses do not have the ex- 
citability which is frequently met with in the 
Phalaris horses. They stay a little better, but 
do not come to hand so quickly. Moreover, as is 
nearly always the case with staying families, it is 
a little further between good horses with the 
Gainsboroughs than is the case with the Phalaris 
line. The superiority of Hyperion as a stallion 
may modify this comparison to some extent. 

A good many sons of Hyperion have already 
been put to stud, and doubtless a great many 
more will be tried in the future. There is a sort 
of Hyperion craze developing among breeders the 
world over. While this is understandable, it is to 
be hoped that American breeders will avoid the 
mistake made so frequently during the St. Simon 
craze, of importing inferior horses for the sole 
reason that they are by Hyperion. Needless to 
say, however, that Hyperion represents much the 
most attractive branch of Gainsborough for im- 
portation to the United States.

No Threats or Demands 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorseE: 

Your article, “The Progress of Paternalism,” in 
the October 21 issue of THE BLoop-HoRSE insinu- 
ates that the trainers have made threats of strike 
to force racing associations to provide them with 
bonuses or awards. That the trainers’ awards 
are particularly high in New England where the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion is a strong organization. 

In order to set you right about the HBPA, it is 
a strong organization in most any state in which 
we race and has not at any time made threats or 
demands on racing associations for trainers’ 
awards or any other awards and is not likely to. 
Both in New York and New England the trainers’ 
awards were voluntarily offered and paid for by 
the racing associations, this in order to encourage 
trainers to develop their horses into distance 
horses; to assure better and more horses entered 
in their races; and to afford the trainers some 
compensation for their work and worry in trying 
to make ends meet during the existing period of 
high cost of labor, forage and other expenses ac- 
cumulated in the management of a racing stable. 

The HBPA has a membership of over three 
thousand members consisting of owners and train- 
ers of horses actively engaged in racing. The 
aims of this association are to extend charity ben- 
efits to needy, indigent and superannuated horse- 
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men, grooms and other stable employees; to co- 
operate with racing associations for their protec- 
tion as well as our own; to promote better and 
cleaner racing by elimination of agitators, dishon- 
est and undesirable elements from our ranks and 
from racing. We often make what we think are 
constructive suggestions to racing management 
which are sometimes accepted and sometimes dis- 
approved, but we do not make threats or demands 
at any time.

Source of THE BLoop-Horse’s information that 
trainers’ awards in New England were the result 
of a demand made by trainers is a New England 
race track executive.

There is no official connection, perhaps, 
between their leadership of the association and 
their leadership in—shall we say?—persuading 
race tracks to offer trainers’ awards. But the co- 
incidence, whether significant or not, is at least 
worth mentioning.—ED.

ONDON, October 8.—Hycilla’s defeat in the 

St. Leger, and her victory in the Champion 
Stakes ten days later, interested us almost as 
much as it will have interested you. You will 
remember that she won the Oaks (1% miles) | in 
June, beating the best of the three-year-old fillies. 
Very favorably reported on by the Newmarket 
touts, she was backed down to favoritism in the 
St. Leger and finished out of the first six. Here 
is an abbreviated return of the race: 

NEW ST. LEGER STAKES, September 16, 1944 (for 3-year-olds, colts 
and fillies). Value to winner, £5,467 10s. Run at Newmarket over 1 
mile 6 furlongs and 150 yards. 
H. H. The Aga Khan’s b. ¢., (Bois Roussel—Stafaralla) 
Lord Derby’s ch. ¢., Borealis @Srumeux—Aurora) H. Wragg 2 
Lord Rosebery’s b. ¢., Ocean Swell (Blue Peter—Jiffy) ------E. Smith 3 

Also ran: Monsoon, Orestes, Growing Confidence, Hycilla, Hunsingore, Fair 
Glint, Hyder Ali, Triona, Happy Landing, Renwood, Red Fife, Glide Away, 
Model, Causeway. Colts carried 126 Ibs., fillies 123 Ibs. 

Tehran won by 144 lengths; a length between second and third. Time, 
3:06%. Winner bred by the Aly Khan and trained by Frank Butters at 
Newmarket. 

The race was run at a fairly good pace and the 
time, as far as could be judged (the runners start 
out of sight), was about average. There were no 
hard luck stories and the result may be accepted 
as being fair. What happened to Hycilla? Well, 
the main fact is that she was never in the race 
with a chance. My own view was that she was 
playing about for a part of the time; she never 
seemed really to get ahold of her bit. 

It transpired that the bit which she had worn 
when she won the Oaks had been discarded for 
the St. Leger. She had gone very well in home 
gallops with an ordinary bit and it was thought 
that she had been cured of her trick of sticking up 
her tongue. Evidently she had not and, whether 
it cost her the race or not, the evidence is that she 
gave an altogether different display when, ten 
days later, the special bit was reverted to. 

To return for a moment to the winner, Tehran. 
His form was good prior to the race and his suc- 
cess undoubtedly enhanced the value of the 1944 
classic form. He had finished third to the filly 
Garden Path in the Two Thousand Guineas and 
was a close second to Ocean Swell in the Derby; 
subsequently he won a small race at Newmarket, 
where he beat Borealis. Yet, for almost the whole 
of the week preceding the St. Leger, nobody would 
have it that he could win. His trainer, Frank 
Butters, gave him a pre-race gallop in which he 
ran away from his trial horses; Butters, in fact, 
begged most of his friends to back him. Yet there 
was one bookmaker (and he was not the only one) 
who tried all the week to lay an even £10,000 that 
the colt would not finish in the first three. The 
suspicious-minded could have been excused for 
thinking that he was a “wrong ’un.”” So much for 
tips. In the end, he started a very good second 
favorite at 9 to 2 against and, as we have seen, 
was a good and deserving winner. It is stated 
that he will remain in training for another sea- 
son. 

Tehran was bred by the Aly Khan from Bois 
Roussel and Stafaralla, a fast and stylish 2-year- 
old and the winner of the Cheveley Park Stakes; 
she raced again at three years, but without suc- 
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cess. Stafaralla was bred by the Aga Khan in 
France, from Solario and Mirawala (by Phalaris 
out of Miranda, sister to Pretty Polly). Mira- 
wala, too, raced in this country and was rather 
more successful than her daughter, winning at 
three years as well as at two. Neither, however, 
was ever anything more than a sprinter. 

The stamina shown by Tehran—and there was 
no doubt about that—must therefore presumably 
be credited to his sire, Bois Roussel. He was bred 
in France by Leon Volterra and was bought by 
Peter Beatty, who won our Derby with him in 
1938. He is a son of Vatout, by Prince Chimay, 
by Chaucer, by St. Simon and is, I have always 
thought, an acquisition to our British stock. We 
are not too well off for St. Simon blood and Bois 
Roussel has brought it back in a goodly measure; 
he also has it on his dam’s side—Plucky Liege, by 
Spearmint out of Concertina, by St. Simon. 
Mieuxce, the other principal St. Simon stallion 
here, has three crosses, although he descends from 
a different branch—he traces from Florizel I. 

And now to go back to Hycilla. There is no 
doubt whatever that her St. Leger defeat was a 
big blow to her trainer, Captain Boyd-Rochfort. 
He realized, like everybody else, that the filly’s 
running was not within a stone of her real form 
and, without any hesitation, decided to saddle her 
for the Champion Stakes (1% miles). This was 
a courageous decision for, had she been beaten, 
her reputation would obviously have been much 
affected. His confidence even survived the ac- 
ceptance for the race, which brought together a 
total field of seventeen—a record for the event, 
which was first run in 1877. None of the placed 
horses in the St. Leger were saddled, but those 
that did oppose Hycilla were otherwise represen- 
tative of the pick of the 3-year-olds, with Kings- 
way (the 1943 Guineas winner) and some very 
good handicappers thrown in. 

Well, Hycilla won handsomely. Her name will 
be handed down with those of other winners of 
this important race—Big Game, Flares, Fairway, 
Asterus, Pharos—or if you prefer to go back fur- 
ther still—to Pretty Polly, Sceptre, La Fleche, 
“Ormonde, Bend Or, or the first winner, Spring- 
field. Hycilla is to remain in training and per- 
haps next year we shall see her running in the 
big cup races. Whatever befalls her, her reputa- 
tion as a race mare is sure and sound.

Piggin String 


Feature of the nine-race program at the Tucson, 
Ariz., Rillito track on Sunday, October 22, was 
a special quarter-mile event in which J. Rukin 
Jelks’ 2-year-old Thoroughbred colt Piggin String, 
with 120 pounds up, was matched against George 
Cline’s Buster (3, 125) and James Benjamin’s 
Rumpus (4, 125). 

Rumpus, a half-bred by Master Bunting out of 
a “paint” range mare, was “Horse of the year” 
at Rillito’s 1943-44 meeting. Buster, whose pedi- 
gree includes some of the most fashionable quar- 
ter horse strains, had numerous victories to his 
credit. Both Buster and Piggin String had been 
beaten at Albuquerque in a quarter-mile classic 
won by Queeney, with the champion Shue Fly 
second, in 2145 seconds. 

Piggin String got away a little slowly and 
at once became a problem for his jockey, as he 
tried to shy away from the crowd along the rail. 
But finally he settled into stride and went by Bus- 
ter to win by a length, with Rumpus three lengths 
farther back.

The Okapi geld- 
ing, purchased for $2,500 out of John Marsch’s 
stable in the spring of 1943 before he had run a 
race, took to southern California a spectacular 
reputation. At the Longacres meeting in Wash- 
ington he had run the fastest mile (1:35%) since 
Count Fleet’s Champagne Stakes and had run six 
furlongs in 1:094%. At the Bay Meadows fall 
meeting he had won four races in suecession, two 
overnight handicaps, then the $10,000 added San 
Francisco County Handicap under 124 pounds, 
and finally the $25,000 added Bay Meadows 
Handicap under 126 pounds. 

When he arrived at Hollywood Park his imme- 
diate past performances showed six successive 
victories, in each of which he had set virtually all 
the pace. In these races he has beaten good 
horses but it was the stop-watch, the size of the 
purse, and the manner of winning which distin- 
guished Okana’s performances. At Hollywood 
Park, and later at Santa Anita Park, he probably 
will be asked to test his mettle against still 
higher-class competition. Up to now his margins 
have been sufficient to suggest that it may take 
some of the best to beat him. 

In the Bay Meadows Handicap Okana picked 
up two pounds more than he carried in winning 
the 144¢-mile San Francisco County Handicap the 
previous Saturday. Again he ran in front all the 
way, but this time his margin of victory was less 
comfortable than usual. Shut Up, a slow breaker 
and powerful stretch runner, carrying three 
pounds over his assigned weight because Trainer 
Ray Priddy wanted the experienced services of 
the veteran Charles Corbett, ran by Jade Boy and 
the older *Ended in the stretch and came within 
half a length of catching the favorite. But after 
the race Trainer Burnstein discovered that in the 
running Okana had lost one of his plates. 

Okana has started 30 times, won 11 races, fin- 
ished second three times, third twice, and has 
earned $46,525. For pedigree and notes on his

Downs has staged the race in the past two years 
when Keeneland has been “dark.” 

Despite the inter-sectional atmosphere pervad- 
ing the 1944 renewal, with the contestants com- 
ing from various racing centers and their owners 
residing in New York, California, Michigan, and 
Kentucky, seven of the eight starters were foaled 
in Fayette County, Kentucky, and the eighth, Lex- 
ingtonian, in adjoining Woodford County, but 
conceived in Fayette County. 

Col. E. R. Bradley had shipped Bymeabond and 
Be Fearless (out of the Selima Stakes winner Big 
Hurry) from the East to run as an entry and had 
engaged Eddie Arcaro to ride one of them. As 
the program for the races had Arcaro listed as 
the rider of both, the crowd impatiently awaited 
the late announcement that Arcaro had selected 
Be Fearless and that Willie Garner would have 
the leg up on Bymeabond. But as in the case of 
the 1942 Kentucky Derby, when he selected Devil 
Diver rather than Shut Out as his mount for the 
Greentree Stable, Arcaro picked the wrong horse. 

In the early betting the Bradley entry dropped 
as low at 3 to 5, but by post time Don Ameche’s 
entry of Sir Bim (also Bradley-bred) and Son of 
Chance dropped to 2 to 1 and the Bradley pair 
went up to even money. Air Sailor, leading 2- 
year-old of the Detroit meeting and, like both the 
Don Ameche representatives, already winner of a 
race at Churchill Downs, closed third choice at 
4 to 1. 

Jacopoly, color-bearer of Edward S. Moore’s 
Circle M Ranch, delayed the start when one of his 
bandages was ripped loose and his leg was cut by 
a projecting piece of metal in the gate. Jockey 
Anthony Skoronski dismounted while the officials 
on hand examined his injury and decided that it 
should not interfere with his chances. 

Bymeabond rushed into the lead, but Air Sailor 
also got away fast. Be Fearless and Sir Bim 
were next in order, closely aligned. As Bymea- 
bond set a fast pace down the back side, around

Daily Trouble and others in_ an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43'5 for a mile and five-eighths.

Seven Hearts had been a good money winner 
this year, but most of his racing was at Detroit, 
where the association avoids stakes races and of- 
fers overnight handicaps instead. At the Michi- 
gan meeting Seven Hearts was the outstanding 
older horse, winning two $15,000 handicaps and 
another worth $7,500. The 4-year-old was later 
shipped to Chicago, where, as highweight for the 
Hawthorne Handicap, he set the pace but was 
narrowly beaten by Happy Issue and Daily Trou- 
ble in the closing strides. In the Scarsdale Handi- 
cap, his first start since leaving Chicago, the colt 
was topweight of his field again. 

The 38-year-old Grant Rice and Seven Hearts 
hooked up in a brief duel from the start. Jockey 
Keiper took a snug hold on the Grand Slam colt 
going into the backstretch, as Grant Rice took 
over the lead. But Grant Rice was through at the 
far turn, leaving the pacemaking job to Seven 
Hearts, with Jack S. L. moving into second place 
a length behind the leader. In the final run Seven 
Hearts drew away from the Jack High gelding by 
two and a half lengths. The latter finished almost 
two lengths ahead of fast-closing Good Morning. 
The winner was the 3-to-1 second choice and Jack 
S. L. the 5-to-2 favorite. His time of 1:41% was 
four-fifths of a second over Johnstown’s track 
record and only a second more than the American 
record.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


HE Empire City meeting, fortunate to have 

accessible Jamaica for its locale, produced a 
one-day betting record of $3,461,406 (attendance 
about 34,000) for a seven-race program on the 
Saturday of October 28, concluding the first week 
of the 12-day fall program. The former single 
race betting record of $580,309, wagered on the 
Suburban Handicap at Belmont Park on May 30, 
also fell on the week-end, when $585,652 was bet 
on ten selling platers making up the field for the 
last race. The daily average of $2,286,770 was 
slightly below that of the preceding session of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club, but far ahead of the 
daily average of $1,615,546 established at the 12- 
day meeting last year. 

The Ardsley Handicap on the week-end resulted 
in a victory for the popular Sir Francis at the 
distance of a mile and 70 yards. It was the first 
stakes for the home-bred 2-year-old colt of George 
D. Widener. J. Graham Brown, owner of the 
Brown Hotel Stable, was not present to see his 
Seven Hearts win the Scarsdale Handicap in the 
middle of the week, but plans to be on hand if his 
colt starts in the Westchester Handicap on No- 
vember 4. Crispin Oglebay’s Price Level ran her 
stakes total to four by a game performance in 
the Autumn Day Stakes on the opening day of the 
meeting. 


The richest stakes of the week was the $25,000 
added Washington Handicap at Laurel Park on 
Saturday, October 28. Christiana Stable’s 3-year- 
old Megogo created a surprise by beating the 
odds-on Bon Jour in the 1%-mile test for his sec- 
ond stakes at the meeting. Earlier in the week 
Ahmisk accounted for the Chevy Chase Steeple- 
chase Handicap, the last of three stakes for jump- 
ers offered at Laurel. 

At the end of 48 days of its 50-day meeting the 
Maryland course had a daily betting average of 
$693,385. For the week ending on October 28 the 
daily average was $797,389, the highest for any 
week of the meeting. The sum of $969,478, sec- 
ond only to the $1,032,261 which was bet on Octo- 
ber 7, passed through the machines on the Sat- 
urday. 

Pimlico opened on Wednesday, November 1, for 
a 22-day joint meeting of the four major Mary- 
land tracks, and will close November 25. The 
first four days will be devoted to war relief and 
the net proceeds turned over to various charitable 
agencies. 


Rockingham Park had a steady week of pari- 
mutuel play for a daily average of $530,624 and 
the sum of $713,434 bet on the week-end was the 
highest of the meeting for an eight-race program. 
At the end of four weeks of its seven-week session 
the daily average was $549,387. 

Mrs. Wallace Renard’s Mixer, 5-year-old vet- 
eran of 125 races, finally won a stakes by scoring 
in the tight finish of the New Hampshire Handi- 
cap, a feature having its first running. 


Churchill Downs, which opened with a six-day 
war relief meeting on October 21, began its regu- 
lar 13-day meeting on Saturday, October 28. A 
total of $2,130,889, a daily average of $355,148, 
was bet during the charity program, but on the 
second Saturday, a crowd of 12,000 poured $546,- 
108 into the machines to give the regular fall ses- 
sion a record-breaking send-off. 

The Breeders’ Futurity, run for the second year 
at Louisville during the inactivity of Keeneland, 
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resulted in a sustained duel between Air Sailor 
and Bymeabond, the former gaining the decision 
by inches right at the wire. The stakes grossed 
almost $20,000. 


Thistle Down Park concluded its 21-day meet- 
ing on October 28 shortly before a fire broke out 
which destroyed the modern grandstand and club 
house. None of the horses was injured by the 
fire, as it did not spread to the stable area. Fort 
Vancouver was the winner of the closing-day fea- 
ture, the $5,000 overnight General Eisenhower 
Handicap, at six furlongs. A 5-year-old son of 
Fort Churchill out of Carilina, by *Carlaris, the 
horse sped the distance in 1:11 flat for his fourth 
win of the year. 


Sportsman’s Park ended the first ten days of 
its 22-day fall meeting with a record-breaking 
daily average of $751,477. Hard Twist, high- 
weight of the field with 120 pounds, led all the 
way in the seven-furlong overnight Roslyn Handi- 
cap to defeat Burgoo Maid in one of the week-end 
attractions. The winner will be remembered for 
his surprising victory in the Longacres Mile after 
emerging from the “bush” meetings of the West. 
He is a 4-year-old gelding by Pippin—Brown 
Maiden, by Brown Bud. The $3,000 Beatrice 
Handicap, at 1%6 miles, resulted in the beating 
of the odds-on St. Jock by Cherry Trifle, a 7-year- 
old gelding by Questionnaire out of Cherry Tart, 
by Dominant. 


The 41-day war relief meeting at Bay Meadows 
ended on October 26 with more than $700,000 to 
be contributed to charitable organizations. Wil- 
liam P. Kyne, general manager of the California 
Jockey Club, hopes to reach his promised total of 
$4,000,000 for war relief and rehabilitation by 
the end of 1945. The record for betting at the 
course was established on October 21, the day 
Okana won the Bay Meadows Handicap, when 
$1,132,165 passed into the totalizator. The daily 
wagering average of $493,832 was also a new rec- 
ord for the northern California course. 

Hollywood Park opens Wednesday, November 
1, for a meeting of 34 days, with racing five days 
a week. Ten stakes, including the $75,000 added 
Hollywood Gold Cup, are part of the $850,000 in 
purses to be distributed during the meeting end- 
ing on December 16. Closed since 1941, the Ingle- 
— course had applications for stalls for 2,500 

orses. 


The Hipodromo de las Americas meeting is of- 
fering its first stakes event of the season on Sun- 
day, November 5, the Handicap Morelos, in honor 
of the Mexican state of that name. One of four 
stakes open only to horses the property of Mex- 
ican citizens, it will have an added value of 12,500 
pesos and will be for 3-year-olds and up at seven 
furlongs. Entries closed October 15 with 23 nomi- 
nations, including Seeing Eye and Soup and Fish. 


Heavy, Heavy . 


In agreeing to the reopening of racing at Holly- 
wood Park and Santa Anita Park in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles, H. R. Harnish, California State 
Manpower Director, demanded that each track 
make an agreement that it “will not employ any 
type of worker who can be employed in essential 
industry,” and last week, to make doubly sure 
that he held the whip hand at all times, he hung 
above the heads of the tracks the club of public 
opinion.

statement released to the newspapers and sent to 
civic and business organizations. 


Not in the lines, but plainly readable between 
them, was the warning that the manpower direc- 
tor might wish to change his mind about racing, 
and if he did, he had only to find, among the 
track employees, “any type of worker who can be 
employed in essential industry,” in order to justi- 
fy his decision. Were there any types of workers 
whom it would be impossible to use in essential 
industry? 

From a distance it looked as if the fate of Cali- 
fornia racing was back in the hands of one man— 
a very suspicious man. 

Text of Mr. Harnish’s statement, as sent out, 
without comment, from the offices of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club: 


Race track officials submitted an agreement signi- 
fying adherence in minute detail to all manpower 
rules and regulations and have agreed therein to an 
arrangement whereby the Commission may inspect 
its employment practices to assure such adherence. 
A specific item in the agreement sets forth that the 
track will not employ any type of worker who can 
be employed in essential industry. 

The employment ceiling was approved to permit 
the establishment to utilize a source of labor already 
employed in the industry serving with breeders, 
farms and tracks throughout other sections of the 
country, where racing has been continued through- 
out the war. Such workers have and will continue 
to migrate with the industry in which they have con- 
stantly maintained their livelihood. They are not 
part of the local labor force. They are, however, 
racing’s key workers, and a ceiling which permits 
their employment here will facilitate the employment 
of a larger group of marginal workers and veterans. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Grant of the ceiling was made effective following 
consideration and recommendations of the Manpower 
Priorities Committee, composed of various Govern- 
ment and procurement agency representatives. 


Rich Stakes Closing 


Nominations for the early-closing stakes on the 
Arlington Park and Washington Park Jockey 
Clubs’ 1945 racing schedules close November 15. 
There will be no supplementary entries. 

The four events for 2-year-olds will carry in- 
creased purses. The Futurities for 2-year-olds 
will each have $30,000 added while the Lassie 
Stakes and the Princess Pat, both for 2-year-old 
fillies, have been increased to $20,000. The Clas- 
sic and the American Derby, Chicago’s two most 
important 3-year-old fixtures, will have the same 
$50,000 added value as this year. 


Hialeah Park Boosts Stakes 


Restoring the Widener Handicap to its $50,000 
added value of 1942 and increasing the Flamingo 
Stakes from its highest previous value of $25,000 
added to $30,000, are among the boosts in Hialeah 
Park’s 1945 stakes program, announced recently 
by Racing Secretary Charles J. McLennan. En- 
tries close Friday, December 15, for the stakes 
which are to be run during the 40-day meeting, 
beginning January 17 and closing on March 3. 

Having called off its 1943 meeting due to the 
lack of transportation facilities to and from the 
track, Hialeah Park held a meeting this year with 
its regular stakes program, but reduced the Wide- 
ner to $25,000, the Flamingo to $15,000, the Mc-

Teddy's Comet's New Home 


NE of the stallions included in Henry Knight’s 

purchase of the Valdina Farm stock last win- 
ter was the 9-year-old Teddy’s Comet, by *Teddy 
out of Flying Comet, by Peter Pan, second dam 
*North Star III’s sister *Starflight, dam of Insco. 
He was among the best 2-year-olds of 1937, dead- 
heating with Tiger for the Arlington Futurity 
and winning the Richard Johnson Stakes, but be- 
cause of an injury in training it was impossible 
to race him in later seasons. He was retired to 
the stud at Valdina Farm in Texas in 1939 and in 
three crops of foals which have reached racing 
age is represented by several winners, including 
the stakes winners Valdina Marl, Valdina Punch, 
and Valdina Lamar. 

In the summer of this year Teddy’s Comet was 
brought to Kentucky by Mr. Knight and sold to 
Walter M. Jeffords, representing a syndicate 
whose membership was not announced until last 
week. The horse is now owned jointly by Mr. 
Jeffords, Brookmeade Farm (Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane), George D. Widener, Col. C. V. Whitney, 
Henry H. Knight, F. B. Koontz, P. A. Markey, 
Mrs. George L. Harrison, and Harrie B. Scott. 

On October 25 Teddy’s Comet was transferred 
from Mr. Knight’s Almahurst Farm to the stud 
barn on that section of Faraway Farm occupied 
by Mr. Jeffords’ horses, where he will be under 
the management of Harrie B. Scott. On his way 
to the stallion barn he was stopped at the scales 
and tipped the beam at 1,280 pounds. Sturdy 
and handsome, he stands 16 hands 1% inches. He 
was housed in the barn with Mars and Firethorn. 
Haleyon, which has been standing at Faraway, 
was returned a few days ago to the farm of his 
owner, Col. C. V. Whitney. 

Teddy’s Comet’s stud fee is to be advertised as 
$1,000 with return privilege, but all the seasons 
for 1945 have been accounted for by the members 
of the syndicate. His book will be limited to 32 
mares. 
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Death of Edgar McDaniel 


In 1907, at the age of 17, Edgar McDaniel went 
to work at the old Nursery Stud of August Bel- 
mont at Lexington, where he eventually became 
stud groom, under the direction of the manager, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Kane, who was his cousin. His 
charges included the famous Fair Play, whose 
disposition was such that handling him was a ca- 
reer in itself. 

When the Nursery Stud was dispersed in May, 
1925, and Fair Play was purchased by Joseph E. 
Widener for $100,000, Edgar McDaniel led him 
across the fields to his new home at Elmendorf 
Farm. Mr. McDaniel remained in charge of the 
stallions at Elmendorf until his death Saturday, 
October 28, at the Drake Hotel, Lexington, as a 
result of a heart attack. 

Mr. McDaniel’s duties at Elmendorf have been 
turned over to his assistant, Ed Houp, who will 
carry on under the direction of Frank Aulick. 
Mr. Aulick, who has had charge of the Elmendorf 
broodmares for several years, will now supervise 
the stallions as well.

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Notes Racing 
In Australia 


By Gwyn Jones 


Big Money in the Books 


ELBOURNE, September 18—As if to suggest 

we are to experience another full share of 
shocks during the big spring racing in October 
and November, Lawrence, favorite for the Caul- 
field and Melbourne Cups, ran unplaced in the 
Underwood Stakes at Flemington on Saturday, 
the winner being the handsome chestnut, Amana, 
a son of the £19,000 horse Talking. 

There appeared to be no reasonable excuse for 
the defeat of Lawrence, which went to the post 
an even-money favorite. He had been at 10 to 9 
on during most of the betting but he eased to 
evens at barrier rise because Australia’s biggest 
punter—a Jewish refugee named Pitt—invested 
thousands of pounds on Amana. 

Pitt had two wagers of £2,500 to £1,000 and 
another of £1,500 to £600. Pitt is a colossal bet- 
tor and so, too, is Alf Griffiths, owner of Law- 
rence. He watched the finish of the Underwood 
Stakes with mixed feelings as he invested £8,000 
on his four-year-old. He put on £2,000 and three 
commissioners each had a similar sum to invest, 
so you can see we are passing through a period 
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of betting that would put to shame the jubilee 
plungers of others days in this country. 

When Lawrence won at Caulfield earlier this 
month, Mr. Griffiths invested exactly £10,700 on 
him at evens and 5 to 4 on. I am not drawing the 
long bow when I say Mr. Griffiths has won be- 
tween £60,000 and £70,000 backing his own horses 
in the last two years, so the bookmakers have a 
long way to go to get it all back. At Fleming- 
ton on Saturday one bookmaker on the rails lost 
£7,400. 

Copious early spring rains had made the track 
soft at Flemington and whether this acted detri- 
mentally to Lawrence is difficult to say, as his 
rider, Williamson, did not subscribe to this view 
after the Underwood Stakes, a weight-for-age 
race of a mile, had been run. All he said was, 
“T am bitterly disappointed,” and that left a nasty 
taste in the mouths of the thousands who have 
— Lawrence for the Caulfield and Melbourne 

Lawrence was never nearer the leaders than 
fourth at any stage of the Underwood, in which 
the pace was made by our old friend Tranquil 
Star, having her first start since her race smash 
in April. In this fall her jaw was fractured in 
two places but she has made a complete recovery, 
much to the astonishment of some veterinary 
experts. She revealed exceptional speed in the 
heavy ground and looked the winner as tii* field 
straightened for the long run down the Fleming- 
ton straight. 

However, she actually had made the race to 
order for Amana. The chestnut dropped in be- 
hind the pace instead of leading, as is his custom, 
and the varied tactics suited him.

Lawrence is being trained to run two miles in 
November in the Melbourne Cup, in which he has 
127 pounds, and racing a mile against the speed- 
sters at this stage of the spring probably did not 
appeal to him. I suggest this because twice in 
the straight he “skipped”, as if being asked to do 
something he did not want to do and on the day 
raced sourly and disinterestedly. When first-class 
horses like Lawrence change their stride less 
than two furlongs from the post they are not 
racing kindly and that is just what he did on 
Saturday. 

Amana is one of the Beau Brummels of the 
Australian turf and this time last year he was 
the w. f. a. star in Melbourne.

Silver Rocks, a son of the Italian horse Brue- 
ghel, raced himself into favoritism for the Vic- 
toria Derby by winning the first division of the 
Spring Stakes on Saturday in which he easily 
defeated the former favorite, San Martin (by 
St. Magnus).

Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race.

Downs in 1:49%, his fractions for the mile being :464%, 1:0946 and 1:3546. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, % in 1:10%4, also won another 3 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

e us with a race chart which must cause mod- 
ern race-track owners to turn green with envy. 
The chart describes a race which took place at 
Elmira, Ont., on August 26, 1880, and which is 
described on Page 335 of Krik’s Guide to the Turf 
for the year 1880. 

The race was for a purse of $100, and it was 
necessary to run ELEVEN half-mile heats to de- 
cide it. Think of the money which the bookmak- 
ers must have coined. In those days it was neces- 
sary for a horse to win three heats out of five in 
order to win the purse.

Flares has out three crops of racing age and has proved he gets good horses. He is sire 
of Skytracer (winner 1944 Blue Grass Stakes, beating Broadcloth, others), Chop Chop 
(winner Endurance Handicap, $25,000 added Empire City Handicap, placed in Ardsley Han- 
dicap, Classic Stakes), Teentee (winner Pimlico Nursery Stakes), and other winners which 
have piaced in stakes. He has sired 12 winners from his first crop and nine winners from 
his second crop, and has out 2-year-old winners from his third crop now racing. Flares 
combines the bloodlines which have contributed most to the success of Belair Stud, and he 
was a top race horse himself. He won Newmarket Stakes, Ormonde Plate, Burwell Stakes, 
Princess of Wales’ Stakes, Dullingham Stakes, Lowther Stakes, Champion Stakes, and 
Ascot Gold Cup. He placed in other of England’s best stakes races.

Tintagel has been very successful as a sire with four crops racing, including his cur- 
rent 2-year-olds. Of 13 starters from his first crop he has sired 11 winners, including the 
good winners Castleridge, Tinted Chick, Tell Me More, White Sea, and Eric Knight. Of 16 
foals in his second crop, 2-year-olds of 1942, he has 14 winners, including several which 
have won in three seasons, and the good winners Amble Tint, Short Life, Gold Tint, Tin- 
dell, Tintitter, Darby Doc, and others. Seven of 12 starters in Tintagel’s third crop, now 
3-year-olds, are winners and three others have placed. More than 50 per cent of Tintagel’s 
winners in his first three crops won as 2-year-olds. He has out six 2-year-old winners to 
date this year, including the good winners Talmadge and Freddie’s Pal (four races each), 
Slight Edge, and others. Tintagel is from a leading sire, and his dam has produced five 
other stakes winners.
